(J) — It could 
have been a bleak Christmas for 
Betty and Herb Smith. 
But thanks to their neighbors 
in the closely knit California city 
of Ojai, Christmas won’t be too 
bad and the new year will shine 
bright for the future. 
The Smiths are William H., 31, 
and Betty, 29, formerly of Spo­ 
kane, Wash. He is a teacher at 
Nordhoff High 
School, 
and 
she 
teaches at the Ojai Cooperative 
Nursery School. 
Both have been in iron lungs at 
Ventura County General Hospital 
Jjsince Oct. IO. He has been out of 
the respirator on rare occasions 
since then. She has been in her 
lung continuously. 
They contracted polio within 24 
hours of each other, and the first 
problem doctors faced was that of 
morale. 
The Smiths have two children,

“ Everything has to be secured— 
jobs, wages, hours,” said Cola G. 
Parker, NAM president-designate, 
in an address at the association’s 
annual convention.

communities refuse to accept fed­ 
eral help wherever possible. 
“ We have no right to criticize 
the farm er or the laborer for his 
reliances on government unless we 
stop doing it ourselves,” he said. 
“ Let us stop relying on the Great 
White Father, who has nothing to 
give us except what he took away 
from us in the first place.” 
Parker declared that “ in the 41 
years from 1913 to 1954 our taxes 
were multiplied 45 times, from $2 
billion a year to more than $90 bil­ 
lion. Even more importantly, Un­ 
cle Sam ’s bite of this total widen­ 
ed from 33 per cent in 1913 to 75 
per cent last year.”

‘‘Cities should tak e a good, hard 
look at their slum areas with 
view toward clean in g them up,’ 
said Koblen tz. ‘‘The job of reform

It is a respon si­ 
bility in which we all must share 
alik e. The battle again st crime an d 
the reformation of the offen der 
should n ot be a mon opoly amon g 
govern men t agen cies en gaged in 
Jaw en forcemen t or correction .”

TEL AVIV, Israel—One quick glance at the powder green beret he 
eometimes wears, and hardened lawmen might write him off ae a 
eofty. However, the only thing eoft about the Israeli border policeman 
who pounds the toughest “beat" of any cop anywhere in the world to­ 
day la the tone of his colorful cap. 
Two major assignments are the prime concern of the border cops. 
One is protecting isolated settlements from armed Infiltrators. The 
other is safeguarding humanity from the ravages of narcotics. 
The border cop pounds his beat on foot, In the saddle and at the 
wheel of an armored car. Hia duties are as likely to take him to tile 
mountainous range around Jerusalem as the flat sandy wastes which 
hug the explosive Israeli-Egyptian 
border. In all, his beat stretches 
695 miles, a far cry from the 
neighborhood sections entrusted to 
patrolmen in other parts of the 
world. 
Founded three years ago as a 
special section of the Israel Po­ 
lice Force, the border patrol is 
strictly volunteer stuff. To quali­ 
fy, a member of the regular force 
must buck a stringent set of phy­ 
sical 
and 
mental 
requirements. 
Brawn and brains are rated on an 
•qual par.

ONCE ACCEPTED, th* appli­ 
cant undergoes a training program 
capable of sending shivers down 
the spines of even well-trained 
American cops. 
Besides stiff language courses In 
five separate Arabia dialects, pre­ 
requisites to conversing with sus­ 
pected marauders and identifying 
whether they be friend or possible 
foe by a slip of the tongue, can­ 
didates for the border police must 
excel in signal communications, 
code, topography and a clocked 
performance of assembling five 
different types of weapons while 
blind-folded. 
On the physical side, push-ups 
and toe-touching are purely kin­ 
dergarten stuff in this school of 
advanced training. Rope-climbing 
at a height of 60 feet and a two- 
mile — no typographical error — 
open field run lugging baggage 
that includes a light machine gun 
and full pack are all part of the 


pre-commencement curriculum be­ 
fore border cops get to don that 
powder green beret with gradua­ 
tion. 
Taught to perform every duty 
from helping deliver a child when 
no doctor is within reach of an 
isolated colony to identifying nar­ 
cotics and outsmarting infiltra­ 
tors, the border cop undergoes a 
special course in animal handling. 
Early in his instruction, the ap­ 
plicant learns to appreciate the 
valuable assistance rendered by 
fierce though well-disciplined dogs 
in tracking down marauders. Com­ 
panionship 
apart, 
the 
dog-cop 
team 
is 
credited 
with 
having 
scored dozens of arrests. Next to 
his revolver, the border cop rates 
his dog as his best protection. 
Training completed, the rookie 
border patrolman is assigned to a 
veteran squad for six months of 
tough on-the-job experience. There 
he gets a taste of the rugged day 
and night assignments handed tile 
lawmen. 


CONNECTED by two-way radio 
with small border colonies, the 
cops speed to the rescue at the 
first report of trouble. More than 
a dozen border policemen were 
wounded and killed last year in 
repulsing infiltrators from neigh­ 
boring Trans-Jordan and Egypt. 
Equally tough is the job of buck­ 
ing some of the keenest criminal 
brains in the world, the cunning 
smugglers who reap vast profits

from the sale of narcotics. 
Strangely enough, the Israeli cop 
in sticking his neck out to battle 
the dope smugglers is actually 
helping clean up a messy situation 
in his enemies’ backyards. Nar­ 
cotic addiction is virtually non­ 
existent in Israel. 
It thrives in 
many of the Arab countries. 
Because the tip of southern Is­ 
rael provides a geographic short­ 
cut to Jordan, Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia, Bedouin caravans loaded 
with narcotics slide through Jew­ 
ish territory to reach distant mar­ 
ket places or sources of supply. 
The border patrolmen become des­ 
ert traffic cops who tag the cara­ 
vans, apprehend ring leaders auld 
confiscate cargoes. 
Aside from the routine deadly 
serious business of staying alive 
in frontier skirmishes and desert 
ambushes, the Israeli border police­ 
man, like his big city counterpart 
anywhere, has his usual share of 
off-beat assignments.

ON ONE occasion, the joyous 
Jewish festival of Purim, border 
cops up and down the line chipped 
in to stage surprise parties for the 
youngsters in the settlements they 
protect. 
At Chanuka, the festival which, 
like Christmas, goes over big with 
the smallfry, the border police 
pooled resources and free hours 
to repair old toys and stage cele­ 
brations for the kids. 
Pounding what is probably the 
loneliest as well as the toughest 
beat in the world, the border cops 
are now provided with little com­ 
forts to make the hours pass more 
quickly. 
One is a mobile unit jokingly 
dubbed the “Culture Cavalcade” 
because its two trucks are fitted 
out aa a library and music room. 
The units are constantly on the 
move up and down the line to pro­ 
vide patrolmen at isolated points 
with snatches of music and read­ 
ing matter.

ORGANIZATION EXCESSES 
THAT A STATE g ov ernment — that o 
Kansas—has decided to look into the “ join­ 
ing ” habit of its officials and ag encies is 
an interesting dev elopment. 
The org anization habit of Americans is 
Inborn. It started at the beg inning of the 
nation. Absence of an aristocracy made 
men want to wear rooster feathers any ­ 
how and strut their stuff. Women liked 
their clubs and bees to break dreary home 
routines. 
It has g one far bey ond that. Now ev ery 
g roup interest is org anized with a paid sec­ 
retary and often sev eral salaried person 
ne!. The interest can be business, political, 
social, cultural. Often a stretch of the im­ 
ag ination is needed to detect any common 
Interest at all. 
Units of g ov ernment from n a t i o n a l 
throug h state down to the local lev el hav e 
scores of org anizations putting out reams 
of publicity . They are presumed to spawn 
brig ht ideas for the improv ement of g ov ­ 
ernment, and often do. Quite as often they 
only set official heads to thinking of anoth­ 
er useless bureau or a costlier way of do­ 
ing thing s. 
Officials are not content with reading 
the published finding s. They must make 
conv ention trips, trips of inspection, trips 
to conferences—just trips—all paid out of 
tax funds. Not infrequently the trips are 
free rides that coincide with some enter­ 
tainment or sports ev ent. 
Perhaps if other states were to inv en­ 
tory the ex cesses which org anizations in­ 
spire, the idea would trickle down to the 
local units as well. It mig ht persuade them 
to y ield not to the temptation to rate ev ­ 
ery proposed trip as necessary . 


Georg e E. Sokol sky ’s 
These Days 


Many who are interested in history , civ 
ics, and character building by precep 
complain about the weaknesses of the pub 
lie schools throug hout the country . But re­ 
cently reports hav e been coming in com­ 
plaining that the y oung people g et inade­ 
quate training in chemistry , phy sics and 
mathematics and that therefore we are 
running short of eng ineers. 
A correspondent from Oklahoma writes 
to me: 
“ A recent surv ey in Oklahoma showed 
many hig h schools that teach no phy sics 
and many that taug ht no chemistry a n d 
also quite a number that offered no kind of 
science at all — ev en ‘General Science.* 
This was made as an answer to complaints 
that hig h school students entering colleg e 
were deficient in Eng lish and Math. That 
most of them had to take for instance 
remedial math in colleg e they should hav e 
g otten in hig h school.” 
A former teacher from Idaho writes to 
me: 


IOWA’S FARM SOLUTION 
THE STATES hav e done so much to ab­ 
dicate their responsibility and leav e the 
way clear for federal “ encroachment” that 
a recent announcement by Gov . Leo Hoeg h 
of Iowa creates more than usual interest. 
Gov ernor Hoeg h said that Iowa has un­ 
dertaken its own prog ram of dealing with 
the mounting farm problem. What’s more, 
he said, this will be done without federal 
or state aid. That makes his announce­ 
ment an ey ebrow raiser. 
But when it comes to what the prog ram 
will contain, it sounds like a warmed ov er 
v ersion of proposals at the federal lev el 
which hav en’t prov ed the mag ic answer. 
Gov ernor Hoeg h said m a j o r emphasis 
would be placed on improv ement of mer­ 
chandising methods, a better sy stem of 
public relations between the buy ing public 
and the farmer, better distribution, and 
improv ement in quality of farm products. 
With doctors cautioning ag ainst ov ereat­ 
ing , it is doubtful that Iowans will become 
much heartier eaters. 
And ev en if Iowa’* plan successfully 
meets the local corn and hog situation, it 
is likely to upset the wag on somewhere 
else. That has been the trouble with ev ery 
federal prog ram—in solv ing one problem, 
it created another. 
Other states will applaud Iowa’s self- 
help effort without tax funds. But the 
measure of the farm problem is that these 
states will also be watching to make sure 
Scientists claim that ev entually they will 
that Iowa’s “ solutions” do not mag nify the succeed in controlling weather, but 
w i l l 
wheat and liv estock difficulties elsewhere. J that be g ood? 


My sister, a teacher, v isited a second 
g rade in a school in Indiana. The teacher 
spent a whole period teaching them that 4 
fish and 3 fish were 7 fish. The whole dis­ 
course was chang ed to make the impres­ 
sion that 4 fish and 3 fish were 7 fish. They 
can only understand sy mbols, not sums.) 
I took an eig hth g rade student, who had 
g otten an absolute zero on his mid-y ear 
mathematics test, for remedial work. He 
didn’t know his tables, and his addition 
and subtraction were done by marking up 
or back according to the process. He did 
not know the day s of week in rotation or 
he months of the y ear. One problem was 
y ear 6 mo equals ----- mo. He did not 
enow what it meant. He said there were 
only 2 in the class who could do the work. 
The teacher screamed and ‘hollered’ so no 
one asked for help. 
The arithmetic itself had been lowered 
:o about six th g rade ability of the y ear 
19 14. I don’t know when it was lowered.” 
I hav e receiv ed numerous similar let­ 
ters which cause one to wonder what is be­ 
ing taug ht in these schools. I do know that 
freshmen in one of the most important uni­ 
v ersities are required to take a course in 
Eng lish which, in my day , was taug ht*ear- 
ly in hig h school. 
That means that the standards in hig h 
school must hav e been lowered sev eral 
times as indeed they hav e been. But what 
is taug ht to our children? What is done 
with their time? 
The White House Conference on Educa­ 
tion seems to hav e dev oted itself to a con­ 
sideration not of education but of school 
building s. What hav e they done about the 
subjects that are being taug ht and why this, 
of all countries, should complain of a lack 
of eng ineers? 
These are questions that oug ht to be ask­ 
ed by parents of school superintendents 
what are they doing 0 I came across a se­ 
quence called “ Eng lish-history ,” in which 
Eng lish and history are simultaneously 
taug ht as thoug h they were one subject. 
Already g eog raphy has been absorbed by 
history and now it all depends upon wheth­ 
er the teacher knows her Eng lish or her 
history . 
It is probably ag ainst the rules to know 
both! At any rate, the child does not g et a 
full dose of either subject and will g o to 
colleg e, if she g ets into a g ood one, at a 
disadv antag e. 
In the same school, I found that foreig n­ 
ers had been eng ag ed to teach current 
ev ents; so it was all about the United Na­ 
tions and the g reatness of European civ ­ 
ilization but the United States was portray ­ 
ed in meag re terms, as a country that has 
ev ery thing but shares little.

How 
does it kill? 
Too few of you , I am afraid, 
u nderstand how cancer attacks 
you r body. You shou ld realize 
wh%t you are u p against. 
Simply stated, cancer is a dis­ 
orderly growth of cells in you r 
body. 
You r body began as a single liv­ 
ing u nit called a cell. This orig­ 
inal cell divided into two.' These 
two cells then divided into fou r 
and so on. T hat is how you grew. 
You r body Is now composed of 
billions of these tiny cells. 
Nature Halts Growth 
Once a person is fu ll grown, 
natu re halts growth of the cells 
New cells are developed only to 
replace others which have worn 
ou t or to fill a special need. 
For example, w hat hap p ens if 
you cu t you r finger? 
New cells are formed rapidly to 
bridge the cu t. Bu t once the cu t 
is healed, you r body stops form ­ 
ing cells for this pu rpose.

cells and stealing their nou rish­ 
m ent. They may vigorou sly a t­ 
tack a vital organ su ch as you r 
stom ach, liver or lu ngs, prevent­ 
ing it from fu nctioning properly. 
You r entire body is endangered 
when a vital organ is attacked. 
Even thou gh cancer cells begin 
In a non-vital location, some of 
them sooner or later will break 
off, if not checked by treatm ent, 
and find their way to other p arts 
of you r body via the lym ph and 
blood vessels.

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ORGANIZATION EXCESSES 
THAT A STATE government — that of 
Kansas—has decided to look into the “join­ 
ing” habit of its officials and agencies is 
an interesting development. 
The organization habit of Americans is 
Inborn. It started at the beginning of the 
nation. Absence of an aristocracy made 
men want to wear rooster feathers any­ 
how and strut their stuff. Women liked 
their clubs and bees to break dreary home 
routines. 
It has gone far beyond that. Now every 
group interest is organized with a paid sec­ 
retary and often several salaried person­ 
nel. The interest can be business, political, 
social, cultural. Often a stretch of the im­ 
agination is needed to detect any common 
interest at all. 
Units of government from n a t i o n a l 
through state down to the local level have 
scores of organizations putting out reams 
of publicity. They are presumed to spawn 
bright ideas for the improvement of gov­ 
ernment, and often do. Quite as often they 
only set official heads to thinking of anoth­ 
er useless bureau or a costlier way of do­ 
ing things. 
Officials are not content with reading 
the published findings. They must make 
convention trips, trips of inspection, trips 
to conferences—just trips—all paid out of 
tax funds. Not infrequently the trips are 
free rides that coincide with some enter­ 
tainment or sports event. 
Perhaps if other states were to inven­ 
tory the excesses which organizations in­ 
spire, the idea would trickle down to the 
local units as well. It might persuade them 
to yield not to the temptation to rate ev­ 
ery proposed trip as necessary. 


IOWA’S FARM SOLUTION 
THE STATES have done so much to ab­ 
dicate their responsibility and leave the 
way clear for federal “encroachment” that 
a recent announcement by Gov. Leo Hoegh 
of Iowa creates more than usual interest. 
Governor Hoegh said that Iowa has un­ 
dertaken its own program of dealing with 
the mounting farm problem. What’s more, 
he said, this will be done without federal 
or state aid. That makes his announce­ 
ment an eyebrow raiser. 
But when it comes to what the program 
will contain, it sounds like a warmed over 
version of proposals at the federal level 
which haven’t proved the magic answer. 
Governor Hoegh said m a j o r emphasis 
would be placed on improvement of mer­ 
chandising methods, a better system of 
public relations between the buying public 
and the farmer, better distribution, and 
improvement in quality of farm products. 
With doctors cautioning against overeat­ 
ing, it is doubtful that Iowans will become 
much heartier eaters. 
And even if Iowa’s plan successfully 
meets the local corn and hog situation, it 
is likely to upset the wagon somewhere 
else. That has been the trouble with every 
federal program—in solving one problem, 
it created another. 
Other states will applaud Iowa’s self- 
help effort without tax funds. But the 
measure of the farm problem is that these 
states will also be watching to make sure 
that Iowa’s “solutions” do not magnify the 
wheat and livestock difficulties elsewhere. 


George E. Sokolsky’g 
These Days 


Many who are interested In history, civ­ 
ics, and character building by precept 
complain about the weaknesses of the pub­ 
lic schools throughout the country. But re­ 
cently reports have been coming in com­ 
plaining that the young people get inade­ 
quate training in chemistry, physics and 
mathematics and that therefore we are 
running short of engineers. 
A correspondent from Oklahoma writes 
to me: 
“A recent survey in Oklahoma showed 
many high schools that teach no physics 
and many that taught no chemistry a n d 
also quite a number that offered no kind of 
science at all — even ‘General Science.* 
This was made as an answer to complaints 
that high school students entering college 
were deficient in English and Math. That 
most of them had to take for instance 
remedial math in college they should have 
gotten in high school.” 
A former teacher from Idaho writes to 
me: 
“My sister, a teacher, visited a second 
grade in a school in Indiana. The teacher 
spent a whole period teaching them that 4 
fish and 3 fish were 7 fish. The whole dis­ 
course was changed to make the impres­ 
sion that 4 fish and 3 fish were 7 fish. They 
can only understand symbols, not sums.) 
“I took an eighth grade student, who had 
gotten an absolute zero on his mid-year 
mathematics test, for remedial work. He 
didn’t know his tables, and his addition 
and subtraction were done by marking up 
or back according to the process. He did 
not know the days of week in rotation or 
the months of the year. One problem was 
I year 6 mo equals 
mo. He did not 
know what it meant. He said there were 
only 2 in the class who could do the work. 
The teacher screamed and ‘hollered’ so no 
one asked for help. 
“The arithmetic itself had been lowered 
to about sixth grade ability of the year 
1914. I don’t know when it was lowered.” 
I have received numerous similar let­ 
ters which cause one to wonder what is be­ 
ing taught in these schools. I do know that 
freshmen in one of the most important uni­ 
versities are required to take a course in 
English which, in my day, was taught*ear- 
ly in high school. 
That means that the standards in high 
school must have been lowered several 
times as indeed they have been. But what 
is taught to our children? What is done 
with their time? 
The White House Conference on Educa­ 
tion seems to have devoted itself to a con­ 
sideration not of education but of school 
buildings. What have they done about the 
subjects that are being taught and why this, 
of all countries, should complain of a lack 
of engineers? 
These are questions that ought to be ask­ 
ed by parents of school superintendents — 
what are they doing? I came across a se­ 
quence called “English-history,” in which 
English and history are simultaneously 
taught as though they were one subject. 
Already geography has been absorbed by 
history and now it all depends upon wheth­ 
er the teacher knows her English or her 
history. 
It is probably against the rules to know 
both! At any rate, the child does not get a 
full dose of either subject and will go to 
college, if she gets into a good one, at a 
disadvantage. 
In the same school, I found that foreign­ 
ers had been engaged to teach current 
events; so it was all about the United Na­ 
tions and the greatness of European civ­ 
ilization but the United States was portray­ 
ed in meagre terms, as a country that has 
everything but shares little.

How Cancer Attacks 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
AS you know, cancer Is a dis­ 
ease th a t can cause death. 
But just w hat Is cancer? How 
does It kill? 
Too few of you, I am afraid, 
understand how cancer attacks 
your body. You should realize 
wh%t you are up against. 
Simply stated, cancer Is a dis­ 
orderly growth of cells In your 
body. 
Your body began as a single liv­ 
ing unit called a cell. This orig­ 
inal cell divided Into two.’ These 
two cells then divided into four 
and so on. T h at is how you grew. 
Your body Is now composed of 
billions of these tiny cells. 
Nature Halts Growth 
Once a person Is full grown, 
nature halts growth of the cells. 
New cells are developed only to 
replace others which have worn 
out or to fill a special need. 
For example, w hat happens lf 
you cut your finger? 
New cells are formed rapidly to 
bridge the cut. But once the cut 
is healed, your body stops form ­ 
ing cells for this purpose. So, you 
see, norm al cell growth is orderly. 
On the other hand, some cells 
occasionally develop in a disor­ 
derly and uncontrolled m anner. 
This abnorm al cell growth does 
m ore th a n is n ecessary an d 
serves no useful purpose. 
There are two forms of abnor­ 
mal cell grow th—benign tumors, 
which are usually harmless and 
can be removed easily, and m alig­ 
n a n t tu m o rs o r c a n c e ro u s 
growths. 
Proper Treatment 
W ith o u t p ro p e r tre a tm e n t 
th e s e c a n c e r c e lls grow u n ­ 
checked, crowding out healthy 


cells and stealing their nourish­ 
m ent. They may vigorously a t­ 
tack a vital organ such as your 
stom ach, liver or lungs, prevent­ 
ing it from functioning properly. 
Your entire body is endangered 
when a vital organ Is attacked. 
Even though cancer cells begin 
in a non-vital location, some of 
them sooner or later will break 
off, if not checked by treatm ent, 
and find their way to other parts 
of your body via the lym ph and 
blood vessels. 
Disease Spreads 
W hen this happens, It Is virtu­ 
ally Impossible for a doctor to 
track down all of these cancer 
cells an d d estro y th em . T he 
widely dispersed cells prom ptly 
a tta c k n earb y h e a lth y cells, 
spreading the disease throughout 
your body. 
Eventually, some of them will 
reach a vital organ, Interfere 
w ith its work and cause death. 
You can see why early tre a t­ 
m ent Is essential In com bating 
cancer.

12 Pct. Spending Hike 
Expected To Keep U.S.

NEW YORK un — What will give 
the boom increased zip in 1956? 
Will it be still greater spending 
by the average family, by govern­ 
ment, by business? 
Those willing to stick out their 
necks now and predict still better 
times in the next six months be­ 
lieve the added something which 
will spur the economy into a still 
faster pace than in booming 1955 
will be spending by business itself. 
Consumers turned the trick this 
year — spending their money or 
credit at a rate that confounded 
the experts. 
Government spending had been

But business spending plans for 
early 1956—as announced in detail 
today by the Department of Com­ 
merce — show' the most gains 
planned by any of the nation’s three 
top spendings: the consumer, the 
government, the businessman. 
Secretary Weeks got a one-day 
scoop in his department by tipping 
off the percentage figure to the 
National Assn. of M anufacturers— 
12 per cent more spending for new 
plants and equipment in the first 
three months of next year than in 
the booming 1955 period. 
Consumer spending will still be 
by far the greatest prop to the 
economy. 
At 
present 
they 
are 
spending at an annual rate of bet­ 
ter than 256 billion dollars. This is 
8 per cent higher than in 1954. 
All signs so far are that they 
will continue to spend at that rate, 
or a little higher as personal in­ 
come totals rise. Three out of four 
consumers contacted in recent polls 
have said they thought times would 
be as good next year as this.

summer,

consumers were saying they ex­ 
pected to spend more than they 
had been — and this fall they’ve 


done just what they said they 
would. 
Recently their tune has 
changed. Now most of them say 
they expect to spend as much next 
year as this but they don’t plan 
to spend more. 
One reason could be that several 
million will be making payments 
on homes, autos, appliances they 
bought this year and last, and 
can’t take on more of a load than 
they now carry.

Should he 
be sp oon-fed dop e under g ov ern­ 
ment control, so he won’t g o out 
and steal to g et money to g ratify 
his crav ing ? 
Or is he a menance to society , 
a criminal-real or p otential—who 
will rap e or kill to satisfy his 
feeling s? Should he be banished 
into ex ile until he’s either cured 
or dies? 
Dop e is no remote p roblem, con­ 
fined to shadowy alley s or dimly 
lit div es. It frequently hits g ood 
families, y oung sters who try the 
first shot for a thrill. Then find 
themselv es 
hop elessly 
“hooked.” 
Addicts sp end an estimated 330 
million dollars a y ear on heroin 
and other narcotics. To g et that 
kind o f money , they steal more 
than a 
billion dollars worth of 
p rop erty each y ear. Those who are 
caug ht, sent to p risons or san­ 
itarium s, drain millions more from 
tax p ay ers. The cost of this v icious 
racket, aside from the rav ished 
liv es it leav es, hits ev ery American 
where it hurts—in the p ocketbook. 
So when Cong ress conv enes in 
January , it will quickly turn the 
full g lare of its floodlig hts on ev ery 
phase o f the drug traffic and its 
impact o n the nation’s economy 
in terms of crime, suffering and 
shattered homes.

General Motors, Ford and Chry ­ 
sler, accounting for 95 per cent of 
industry output and sales, had net 
earnings in ex cess of It* billion 
qi dollars. 
The thee companies, together 
with American Motors (Nash-Hud- 
son) 
and 
Studebaker-Packard 
Corp. built more than eight mil­ 
lion cars and lVi million trucks. 
These v ehicles had a wholesale 
v alue of more than 14 billion dol­ 
lars. In unit output the old record 
was 6,656,910 cars and 1,295,695 
trucks built in 1950. They had a 
wholesale v aluation of $10,175,8 8 5,- 
OOO. 
The record mark In wholesale

Outdoor telephone sets encased 
in brightly painted cast aluminum 
housings are mounted at street 
corners. The spring door can be 
flung back quickly and the receiv ­ 


er snatched from its hook to sum­ 
mon aid in any emergency . 


In a ty pical Installation, when a 
call is made, a light flashes on a 
console at alarm headquarters until 
the cadi is answered. The light 
shows the box number and its loca­ 
tion. There are no switches or 
dials; the caller is in direct con­ 
tact. The console light remains on 
after the dispatcher answers until 
released by the operator so he 
knows where the alarm is coming 
from ev en if the person reporting 
Is too ex cited to talk. 
If tile call is for police, the fire 
department operator immediately

transfers the call to the police de­ 
partment switchboard. Calls may 
be relay ed from one switchboard to 
another.

NEW VORK—“Fire!” or "PoliceI"—cries for help now can be tele­ 
phoned directly by the public from street corners. 
A new telephone system , developed s t Bell Telephone laboratories, 
eventually m ay become as commonplace as the fam iliar fred fire alarm 
box in which a handle is pulled to send out a telegraphic signal. 


A number of cities, including 
Omaha, Indianapolis, Miami, Syra­ 
cuse, N. Y , and Sioux Falls, S. D.t 
have approved the use of the sy s­ 
tem. Omaha expects to have it in 
operation early in September. 
The new system enables fire­ 
men or policemen to talk directly 
with the person placing the alarm. 
They can determine immediately 
the exact location of the em er­ 
gency, its extent and the best type 
of equipment to dispatch. 
Outdoor telephone sets encased 
in brightly painted cast aluminum 
housings are mounted at street 
corners. The spring door can be 
flung back quickly and the receiv­ 


er snatched from Its hook to sum ­ 
mon aid in any emergency. 


In a typical Installation, when a 
call is made, a light flashes on a 
console at alarm headquarters until 
the call is answered.

‘Father’ o f 4 -Cent Card 
Is Ex pecting a 7 -Center

LOS ANGELES—When persons say to 50-y ear-old Milt Forrest, Loa 
Angeles French teacher, that writing one’s congressman is a waste of 
time, he refu tes that they are all wet. 
By contacting his congressman, he play ed a part In the birth of th# 
4-cent air mail postal card. As an indication of what this means, du r­ 
ing the fiscal y ear of 1954 the Post Office department handled 10.8 63,8 00 
4-cent gov ernment air mail postal 
cards and 6,79 3,523 4-cent priv ate 
air mail cards. 
Forrest’s role in this began In 
1944, when, mov ing from Philadel­ 
phia to Los Angeles, he mailed 
back nu merou s air mail letters to 
his Pennsy lv ania friends. As he 
placed Hie stamps on them, it oc­ 
cu rred to him that many of the 
messages cou ld hav e been written 
on the back of a postal card. Bu t 
he wished them to be ru shed by 
air, which meant air mail letter 
rates. 
So he hastened a letter off to 
his congressman, Chet Holifleld, 
member of the post office and post 
roads committee, in which he pre­ 
sented his v iews. And in 1949, the 
first 4-cent mail postal card was 
u sed. 
To v ou ch for Forrest’s partici­ 
pation in bringing this abou t, L. 
Rohe W’alter, special assistant to 
the postmaster general, states that 
this Los Angeles teacher was “one 
of sev eral to su ggest this card.” 
Now, Forrest is u p to his elbows 
in fu rthering an international 7- 
cent air mail postal card.

It is wise to do 
this well in advance of your trip 
to assure th a t nothing will be for­ 
gotten in your last-m inute rush to 
get away.

IT PATS to get a first-class 
winterizing job. Special attention 
should be given to all lubricating 
points. 
Engine 
oil 
should 
be 
changed 
and 
chassis 
greased; 
change or renew the transmission 
and differential oils; check and lu­ 
bricate all wheel bearings, and 
have your car’s oil filter and crank 
case ventilator examined. 
A m otor tune-up is also recom­ 
mended. Valve action and timing 
should be checked, as well as all 
gauges and instrum ents necessary 
for efficient winier driving. Test 
and adjust the air-fuel m ixture 
ratio, and check for oil, fuel, w ater 
and exhaust leaks. 
P articular care should be given 
to the steering gear, brakes, lights, 
windshield wipers, defroster and 
heater.

THE MINIMUM stopping dis­ 
tance while traveling a t 20 miles 
per hour is 230 feet on glare ice, 
compared with 85 feet on hard- 
packed snow and 45 feet under 
ideal conditions. 
In other words, it takes as long 
to stop on ice from a speed of 20 
mph as it does from 55 mph on 
a dry concrete road. It m ight pay 
to bear this in mind. Chains and 
snow tires often help but you 
should reduce speed wherever nec­ 
essary in order to insure maximum 
safety. 


Elm er Jenkins, the AAA’s na­ 
tional travel director, points out 
th at "one of the most im portant 
elements in long distance m otor­ 
ing is advance planning.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio UU — Spot 
checks show about eight per cent 
of trucks using Ohio highways fail 
to comply with axle-mile tax per-, 
mit requirements. 
That’s what Gov. Frank J. Lau- 
sche told the U.S. Bureau of Pub­ 
lic Roads in a recent report on 
the tax levied trucks of three or 
more axles. The governor added: 
“ However, a large portion of 
these 
represent ‘single trip’ or 
itinerant truckers 
so that t h e 
amount of evasion represented is 
sm all in term s of gross revenue.” 
Ifs hard to get all itinerant 
truckers to pay the tax or buy per­ 
mits at $2, the governor said, be­ 
cause some use tem porary address­ 
es and others use false addresses 
and names. 
The bureau wanted to know how 
much in fines and penalties Ohio 
collected of truckers breaking the 
axle-tax law. The governor’s reply 
was that such fines are collected 
at the local governmental level 
and thus it is not “ readily possible” 
to list a total. He added: 
“ It is known that there has been 
a tendency on the part of the Ohio 
Highway Patrol (charged with en­ 
forcing the law) to issue warnings 
rather than to make citations for 
violation of the law. In any event, 
the total of such fines during a 
year is almost certain to have been 
slight.” 
It cost Ohio $495,737 to adm inister 
the axle-tax law during the fiscal 
year ended last June 30, the gov­ 
ernor’s report said, with $404,737 
being charged to the Department 
of Taxation. These costs were 4.2 
per 
cent 
of 
actual 
collections, 
which did not include perm it fees 
and unpaid assessments. 
“ Although it is undoubtedly true 
that the patrol has devoted a por­ 
tion of its activities to the enforce­ 
m ent of the levy,” the governor 
wrote, “ nevertheless, there are no 
expenditures traceable to t h e s e 
particular activities. It appears ob­ 
vious that the tax has had only 
extrem ely slight effect upon the
